r FEW years ago, when we lived on the 
F aw: seashore in Florida, we received warning 
that a fierce tropical storm was coming 

our way. We made the necessary physical and 
spiritual preparations and then waited for the 
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storm to break. The skies grew black, the wind | 


rose, and soon the breakers came rolling in 
and were beating against the sea wall at the end 
of our front lawn. On ordinary days the tide came 
creeping up across the white sands in inch-deep 
wavelets, to stop and turn while still thirty feet 
from the wall. But now the wind-driven breakers 
crashed against the wall. 

We watched from a front window. Just beyond 
us a four-hundred-foot pier, strongly built to resist 
storms, was struck by a towering wave and went 
down like a child's pile of blocks. The great beams 
that had supported it were tossed about in the 
churning waters like matchsticks. 

The waves were now leaping over the top of 
our thirty-foot wall. Then the wall was gone, and 
the breakers were biting great sections out of the 
lawn. Would our house be carried away by the 
storm? We looked at the clock. Twenty minutes 
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until time for the tide to turn. The next wave came 
still farther up over the land—and the next and 
the next. Now the land was washed away up to 
within twelve feet of the house, 

“We'd better leave,” said one of the family. 

But this was the very minute for the tide to 
turn. 

“No,” said another of our group, a sea-wise 
person, “there won't be any wave that will come 
closer than that.” 

And the next wave broke a little farther from 
the house, and each one after that receded just a 
little. The wind still blew, and the storm seemed 
unabated, but the tide obeyed the law that had 
been laid upon it when the world was made. It 
was going back. Before the next turn of the tide 
the storm’s fury would have passed and the house 
would be safe. 

How could we be so sure that the waves would 
recede at just that time? Because the tides obey. 
No matter what the turmoil and the storm, the 
tide will always begin to go out at the moment 
prescribed for it by divine law. We could rely 
for our physical safety upon the law. 

There are other laws in operation in our world, 
all just as certain in their working as the law of 
the tides. But we children of the Father, heirs to 
all the promises given through Jesus Christ, often 
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seem so uncertain of them. We hope they will 
work, we beseech God to make them work, but 
we have no feeling of certitude about it. 

We know that the law of the tides goes back to 
the foundation of this world. The law of God's 
good will toward man is just as old, just as sure. 
Under God's law good is always at hand for man 
to accept and to enjoy. Under His law good is al- 
ways more powerful than any opposing force. 
Under His law man is always progressing for- 
ward and upward, from blessing to blessing, into 
new joys and higher levels of thinking and living. 

Even though for short periods of time evil may 
seem to be in authority in the world, even though 
wars or sickness or danger or discord of some kind 
may harass the peoples of the earth, the law of 
God has decreed victory and freedom, the over- 
coming of evil, the triumph of the good. The law 
of God is irrevocable, indomitable, eternal, In the 
realm of spiritual substance His law has provided 
good in manifold form for all mankind, and this 
substance is obedient to the laws laid down for it. 
We can base our claim to fearlessness and con- 
fidence, our assurance of protection and deliver- 
ance, upon the certain working of this law. 

Thus when for a time darkness enters our mind 
or heart or world, we can “believe on the light,” 
which we know will unfalteringly “shine out of 
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darkness, who shined in our hearts.” If ill-health 
appears temporarily in the body, the “law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesus” will obey the divine 
edict and work tirelessly in us to make us free, 
strong, and whole.
